NITROGEN IN THE SOIL. 


FORMATION OF HUMUS AND ITS RELA- 


TION TO FERTILITY. 


The soil is a storehouse of pl.iat foods, 


but nature has denned it that the stores 
should be only partially available, and 
very wisely, for if the vast supplies of 
plant food were not protected from loss 
there would arrive & time when the earth 
would be uninhabitable, as all vegetable 
life would cease. All plants have the 
power to appropriate some of the matter 
in the, soil, but only under certain condi- 
tions. "\Vhena plant succeeds in using 
any of the inert food of the toil it re- 
turns it at its death, but that which is 
returned is rendered avaiUble for the 
next plant following. As year after year 
passes there is decay and deposit until 
the surface soil contains a large share of 
the plant food that exists as unavailable. 
Whether the soil is poor or fertile it re- 
ceives its supply of plant fond from the 
decay of plants, until it :s completely 
changed in its chemical 
composition. 


Not only is there mechanical effect, but 
chemical reaction, the boil being fitted 
for sustaining a crop with plant food 
gamed from the soil itself. Even a crop 
ot weeds perform service in the restora- 
tion of fertility, as they send their roots 
down to the subsoil. If rains tall on the 
ground the water dissolves all materials 
that are soluble and the plants accept the 
foods in that condition, but the rains do 
not dissolve the fixed matter m the hoils 
unless aided by cultivation, which ex- 
poses the particles of the soil to the direct 
action oi moisture, heat, air, and the 
mechanical inlltii-nce of the roots. 


When there is a restoration to the soil 


of the decaying plants th'.re is accumu- 
lated a daik substance on the surtace ot 
the soil Known as humus. When this 
humus is abundant the supply of nitrogen 
is large, and when the humus disappears 
the nitrogen goes with it. At the Cana- 
dian .Experimental Parm^ this subject 
has been given much cousidei.itiou, tests 
and experiments being made to deter, 
mine the amount of inert plant food in 
th'; soil, and in regard to tfit) agricultural 
importance ot humus it is claimed that it 
is the natural storehouse and conservatoi 
ot nitrogen, whicli element is the inosi 
expensive ol all plant foods when pur- 
chased in fertilizers. Ilnuins lurnmhes 
the i.ood upon which the sod micio- 
orgau.sms live -iud which by their life 
functions com err, its organic nouogtm 
into nitrates. It al^o possesses consider- 
able amounts of the inmuial tood ele- 
ments, which are (especially in sinnniei) 
liberated in torina tor growing crops, and 
it is believed Uiat the mineral humates 
turnish a largt proportion ot the potash, 
lime, etc., reg.uueu by crops. 
Humus 


serves tu increase the absorption and re- 
tentive power of soils tot moisture, and 
it regulates and protects aga'nst ex- 
tienies of soil temperature. It opens up 
and mellows heavy soils and selves to 
materially dimmish the lossol fertilizing 
elements by drainage, thus pbruiaii™tly 
improving, in the best way. the light 
soils. Cultivation, that is, exposing the 
substance ot the soil to an, as

huimis and decrease the muogeii, it 
having been den.onsuated thai lor ever) 
il.'i pounds of nitrogen removed by wheat 
(giam crop after grain foi Severn] years,) 
I-IK pounds of nitrogen were loot, due tu 
uKidatum ol organic matt.T. 


The larmer can increase the amount 


of humus and nitrogen b\ growing 
leguminous plants in soils of good aver- 
age fertility.

Late 
eauued fruit, providing the variety is 
good, keeps bettor than that sealed in 
hot weather, so lor several years we have 
sold all the early varieties and canned 
only the lute ones, says a writer in the 
Prairie Jf'armer.

WHEN cow peas produce pods and the 


pods begin to tuni yellow, they should 
be plowed under. If grown for hay cut 
the vines when the pods are about tour 
niches long. When grown as a manur- 
ial crop the longer the vines remain on 
the ground before they are plowed under 
the more nodules will be formed on the 
roota, hence the more nitrogen added to 
the soil. 


HYJS may ba sown iu this section as 


late as September, or even October, it 
the season is favorable. If seeded soon- 
er it provides, late pasturage, and also 
conies up early iu spring before grass ap- 
pears, thus providing the stock with 
green food when it can be obtained from 
no other source. 


CUT oil the tops tiom the asparagus 


beds before the fleecls are ripe and 
then burn the materials. 
If necessaiy 


place straw on the beds before firing. By 
so doing many of the insect remedies 
will be destroyed. Before winter sets in 
cover the bed with manure and leave un- 
til spring.
